hemselves out of the Intolerable 
conditions in which they have been 
living. 

After being cut off from his fam- 
ily, he attempted to work his way 
through school. He contracted tu- 
berculosis, won the battle with the 
disease, but ever since has been 
handicapped with ill health. Such 
trials as this developed the lndom- 
lnable courage which made him 
move into the slums of Kobe. 

From a beggar with whom he 
shared his room he caught tra- 
choma and almost lost the sight of 
one eye. A ruffian who demanded 
his money knocked out his teeth. 
He wat driven out by the people he 
had returned to help. After five 
years he saw the folly of his ef- 
forts. 

During the ne:it Ave years he re- 
chance to come to 
America, where he completed his 
education at Princeton. His main 
studies there were labor problems 
and social work. He returned to 
Japan and organized the Japanese 
Federation of Labor and the Farm- 
ers National Federation, started the 
first laborers school, the first lab- 
orers' newspaper, and pushed thru 
the thing that had beaten the in- 
tellectuals for 30 years, the prob- 
lem of universal suffrage. To Ka- 
gawa, however, this was only a be- 
ginning. He remade the credit- 
movement, added marketing 
purchasing services, and helped 
to found nearly 100 schools teach- 
ing the cooperative technique. 

The government which once 
hounded him called on him to or- 
ganize social work In Tokyo. In

The second largest spring enroll- 
ment in the history of the Univer- 
sity was recorded with the close of 
registration for the second term of 
the 1935-36 school year, bringing 
the total to 3.003. In 1930-31 the 
second semester registration to- 
talled 3.169

REVISE LAWBOOK 



Prof. W. Lewfe Roberts to 
Revise "Real Property" 
Section in Ballantine's New 
"Problems in Law" 

Prof. W. Lewis Roberts. Univer- 
sity of Kentucky Law school, one of 
the recognized authorities on real 
property, was selected by Prof. 
Henry W. Ballantlne to revise the 
section devoted to this subject in 
his second edition of "Problems in 
Law." Dr. Roberts has made val- 
uable contributions to the leading 
law Journals of the country, and ci- 
tations to his articles have been 
made in the latest, editions of Yale, 
Harvard, and Michigan law publi- 
cations. 

Doctor Ballantine's "Problem's In 
Law" is most commonly known as 
"The Student's Manual," and is 
recognized and used by the students 
In all the law schools in prepara- 
tion for bar examinations. There 
are no other editions of similar 
books of this type which have been 
recognized to the extent of this 
Journal.

Doctor taMp hiinRs out the (at l that the sur- 
vival of an\ college over a period of years is due 
largely to (he men DM have lived in it. These 
men are difficult to classify; sometimes they are 
•'willing con formers who fit easily into college 
patterns," conventional students: "more often 
they are individualists themselves who find it 
difficult to conform to set procedures." 

In their attempts to arrive at recognition in 
the field of academic rating, many colleges and 
universities have placed altogether tew much em- 
phasis upon the external attributes of scholar 
ship. The fact that a professor possesses one or 
more doctoi s degrees or was the author of num- 
erous "publications" has tended to blind the au- 
thorities charged with the selection of the teach- 
ing staff lo the fact that personality is often a 
more effective element in the raising and main- 
tenance of an institution's prestige. 

The depression, with increased enrollments, 
has especially taught institutions of learning the 
value of outstanding men of personality. As 
the various schools have vied to maintain their 
quotas of enrollment, they have found that pros- 
pective students are much more impressed by 
the number of men on the staff who have gained 
recognition through their participation in ev- 
eryday affairs or the fact that they are "regular 
fellows" than they are by the number of Ph. D.'s 
and LI.. D.'s that grace the rosier of the faculty. 
The same is true of those who graduate from an 
institution of learning— ten years later they re- 
member much more distinctly those men who 
talked with them and offered solutions for their 
own personal problems and the geneial prob- 
lems of life than they do those who tried strictlv 
to impress them with their scholarship and 
knowledge in the field of "l>ook larnin'." 

Although it might appear that the contiovcisv 
at hand is one of scholarship versus personality, 
we do not believe such to Ik- the case. We lie 
licve, rather that real scholarship is closely 
aligned with |>ersonality. The true scholar will 
attempt lo coordinate and adjust his knowledge 
with current events and individual situations 
which present themselves. He must teach ac- 
cording to humanity as well as science. 

Those professors who maintain their pOfiUoBl 
by scholarship alone are sadly lacking in one of 
the essentials of a truly great teacher, but they 
may, through effort in the right direction, ac- 
quire those graces and undei standing of human- 
ity which make for the outstanding professoi. 
By contact with and interest in the activities of 
the students they may come to have a firmer un- 
derstanding of their problems as i elated to life 
itself as well as the academic woild. Also, by 
extensive reading and conversation tlicv mas 
"keep abreast of the times" and thus place them 
selves in the category of something more than a 
scholar. 



ENCOURAGING THE PRESS 

Two legislative measures of mi|x>i t.incc lo 
newspapermen and to devotees to the right ol 
piess fieedoiu in geneial have tcecntly Wen act- 
ed upon, the first by the Supieme Court and the 
second by the Kentucky geneial assembly in 
legular session. The nation's highest tribunal 
outlawed a two |>er cent tax on newspajMis ol 
over 20,000 emulation in Louisiana, and si a it- 
legislators passed a bill preventing coinpultiflM 
10 make newspaiteiincii teveal the souices ol in 
formation contained in news ai titles. 

Although this latter bill is iuicicsting to ken 
cuckians, it should serve lo show the nation at 
large that the trend of governing bodies towaid 
honest, and conscientious journalism is bttoin 
ing more and more favorable. Seveial states 
already have similar laws uimiii then lUtutc 
luniks, and a seems that 11 will l>e but a tpicstioii 
of time until all our stales tecognue that the 
lonfidences of a news editoi aie just .is sailed 
as those ol j iiiciiioci o( jus olhel piofession.

atarope has become a sciics of armed camps, 
similar to the aspect she showed just prior to 
1914. On every hand we find alliances, revolu 
lions and other weapons eepially dangerous to 
the |>eaee of the world. 

Spain has just completed a [xilitical revolu 
tion. During the recent election the govern 
mcnt was turned over to the Leftist control. Un- 
der Premier Manuel Azana. The three years 
prior had seen an ultra-conservative rule. This 
reaction, swinging from the old to the very new, 
e ndangers the socialist-Republican government 
now in power. Should the Socialists fail to sup- 
|)ort the premier, he and his new cabinet will 
be put out, and the government will fall into 
the hands of Communists, who already have 
slatted work to undermine the administration. 

The first official act of the newly-elected Pre 
micr was to free 30,000 political prisoners. In 
1934 there was an uprising, at the close of which 
prisoners were taken. The country has remained 
upset because the prisoners were not released. 
The judicious manner with which A/ana has 
begun his rule may mean the saving of another 
country from Communism. 

The Ethiopian - Italian War continues in 
Northern Ethiopia. Italian attacks show the 
resultl of superior training and advanced meth- 
ods of warfare. Italy has succeeded in taking 
new territory, and is responsible lot the slaught- 
ering of. 20,000 Ethiopians. While it is regret- 
table that some steps could not be taken to pre 
vent such warfare, it is greatly to be hoped that 
the United States will not concern itself in any 
way with European jxilitics. 

The attempts of President Roosevelt to bring 
about a better understanding between the vari- 
ous countries of the Ameritas seems to have had 
a serious setback. War again looms in the Chaco. 
Officials of Paraguay were not satisfied with the 
peace settlement made between their govern- 
ment and Bolivia. They took over the capital 
of Paraguay, and will probably war again on 
Bolovia. 

Other countiies of die world arc looking foi 
ward to war, and are trying to make the best 
|M)ssible alliance for their country during the 
oncoming engagement. France is backing Eng- 
land in the matter of mutual assistance of the 
Me diterranean, but is not so definite in its stand 
on oil embargos against Italy. This is not a 
consistent stand for Fiance to take. 

Great Britain has warned Italy that there is 
no need to "piolong coi icsixindence" on the 
Meeliteiianean problem. Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States aie building great addi- 
tions lo their Heels and air fences, ostentationally 
for protection of their shoies. 1 hey all feel a 
deep feai for llieir trade and foieign domains. 

Mussolini has been communicating with Hit 
lei as to the Eurotiean situation in general. Thev 
are particularly interested in knowing what 
would hapiien in case cither country was at- 
i.h keel. It is highly probable, and greatly to be 
feared, that the pie-war Triple Entente will 
again l>< formed. This would mean the alii- 
MM of Italy, Germany and Austria -against the 
woild. 

Despite the war-torn asjxel of the woild, it is 
mis elesitable thai ihe United Stales h main 
neutral in all controversies In case of war, 
both parties would try to ihaw us into the bat- 
tle. It will necessitate out ships staving out of 
hostile waters. Trade and foieign pio|x-ity will 
have to suffei foi the |jcriod of wai. 'Ihe com- 
|M'iisation in human lives and in pio|x.ny saved 
will Ik- of more worth than the iiiiiiie el.au piol

The 
building will be of three stories, 
with the exterior finish of brick, 
trimmed with stone and a slate 
roof. 

With sunlight exposure on three 
sides, the ground floor will offer 
ample quarters for the students co- 
operative book store, a small, in- 
formal lunchroom and soda foun- 
tain, six ofrices for student or- 
ganizations and service facilities 

The second or main floor, which 
will be entered from the street 
level, will house a large student 
lounge, measuring 48 by 111 feet, a 
faculty dining room seating 200 
persons and additional offices and 
meeting rooms for other organiza- 
tions, such as the Cincinnati Bear- 
cat, student newspaper: the Cln- 
einnatlan. student, annual; the Stu- 
dent. Council, and the Mens and 
Womenr.' Senates. 

The University Commons or stu- 
dent dining hall will be on the 
third floor. This room will meas- 
ure 79 by 111 feet and will be equip- 
ped to serve 700 persons at one 
sitting. With its high aiched cell- 
ing and decorative windows this 
hall will also be available as a 
ball room. Hie kitchens and seven 
private dining rooms seating from 
i 30 to 120 persons also will be found 
adjacent to the Commons on the
